Open the device like a book from left to right. 

Insert the dongle in its place at the upper side right comer 
Put the book in the proper position. 

Open the page of the book you want to start with. 

Pull out the control panel from the lower right-side corner of 
the device. 

Push the ON button to start the device. 

Now select the page number you want to start with by 
rotating the wheel. 


Below explained are different modes of study which can be selected 
depending on your requirement and liking. 



















1. Study/Test Button 


Study Mode 

Press this button once to go to the study mode. Rotate the round wheel 
to change the page numbers and move to your desired page number. 
Rotate the wheel clockwise to go to the next page. Rotate it 
anticlockwise to go to the previous page. T ouch the words you want to 
listen to with the tip of the attached pen. Press the repeat button to 
listen again to any word you have listened to before. 


Test Mode 

Pressing this button again will go to the test mode. This is useful for 
testing what you have learnt. The questions are chosen by the machine 
automatically. The questions are closely related to the contents of that 
present page. The machine will judge if the question is answered right 
or wrong. This method is suitable to help children to learn the contents 
of book more better.. Pressing this button again will bring to the study 
mode. 


2. Expl/Read Button 

Explain Mode 

Pressing this button once will bring machine to the explanation mode. 
The machine will explain the main idea of that page 
automatically. 

Read Mode 

Pressing it again will bring it to the full page mode. It will start 
reading the page from left to right. The compare button can also be 
used to compare the original voice and the recorded voice. 


3. Edit/Comp Button 


Edit Mode 

Pressing this button for 3 seconds will go to the edit mode and then the 
voice can be recorded. The voice should be recorded after listening to 
the voice from the device. 

Compare Mode 

Pressing this key again will bring it to the compare mode. Using the 
pen, you can listen to your own voice and compare it with the original 
one. This method is quiet useful to improve your vocal 
pronunciation. 

4. Repeat Button 

Use this button to repeat the words is spoken. 

5. Volume Button 

To increase or decrease volume. The volume level is displayed on 
LCD (0-20). The volume level cannot be changed while recording. 

6. Speed Button 

To increase or decrease speed. The speed level being displayed on 
LCD (0-37). The speed level cannot be changed while recording. 

7. File Button 

To increase or decrease the book number. For the card with only one 
book set data, this button will not be active. 

8. Page Button 

Rotate this wheel clockwise or anticlockwise to increase or decrease 
the page number. 



• Using the pen to touch the book continuously might affect 
the voice quality or disturb the pen quality. 

• The card should not be taken out and put in frequently. 

• The pen should not be used on wall / floor or any other 
surface. 

• Hold the pen properly. Never pull the wire of the pen. 
Otherwise, it can affect the pen quality and the pen might 
not work properly. 

• The device can be disturbed in the magnetic field. When 

the device behaves in an abnormal manner, take it to some 
other place and check. 

• While using the adaptor, take out the batteries and carefully 
insert or pull the plug of the adaptor in the device. 

• If the book gets wet or the page of the book gets scratched by 
the pencil, the device may not work properly. This problem 
can be solved by drying the book and using it again. 

• Because the card memory is limited, the machine will delete 
the previously recorded voice automatically.
